IGHT of the ten provinces fighting 
the perennial increase of rail freights 

in Canada had mificant vic 
tory in five years yesterday, when the 
Board of Transport Commissioners, denied 
unanimously the current application by 
the transcontinental lines through their 
joint association for a 9 per cent boost in 
rail freight tariffs. A further application 
by the Canadian Pacific for a guaranteed 
return of 614 per cent on a stated invest 
ment of $1,146,000,000, in lieu of the old 
rate base, was likewise rejected. In ren- 
dering judgment the transport board said 
in part 

“We are now more strongly than ever 
of the opinion that the long succession of 
general freight rate increases, mainly due 
to added eost of labor which is the largest 
single factor and to increased costs of 
materials, has brought about a loss of 
traffic hy the railways to competir 
of transportation...

Save One, 


URING the past several years Finance 
Minister Abbott and others in the 
Dominion government have been telling 
Canadians that they could not expect 
reductions in federal taxes until it was 
possible to curtail expenditures for 
national,.defense. The simple inference 
drawn from those oft-repeated statements 
was that as soon as the defense budget 
could be curtailed the benefit would be 
Passed on to the taxpayers. That, how- 
ever, is not the way matters appear to 
be working out 
The estimates recently tabled in Par- 
Hament by Mr. Abbott show that the 
1954-55 requirements for defense are 
$99.000,000 less than for the year now 
ending. While the reduction is small in 
relation to the minister's estimate of total 
expenditure for all purposes, amounting 
to almost $5,000,000,000, it does represent 
a saving of ahout.2 per cent by the depart- 
ment said to hold the key to tax cuts. Yet 
any prosnect of the public deriving benefit 
from this easing of the defense burden 
apparently may be abandoned, because 


diminishing returns is now, In the Inexar 
able economic sense, beginning to assert 
itself 

That is what the eight provinces—all 
saye Ontario and Quebec—have been sa\ 
ing for the last five years, in which time 
interim and permanent freight rate in 
creases have been granted to the two 
transcontinental railways in almost un 
broken succession In the same period 
rail freight rates throughout Canada have 
been increased by approximately 50 per 
cent, while the combined charge on busi- 
ness As a result has by such' means been 
increased to between $850,000,000 and 
$1,000.000.000 as the annual bill for mov- 
ine goods by rail in Canada. Very clearly 
this is indeed the end of the line for such 
a policy, with diminishing returns the 
proved result Whatever may he the 
solution of the problem, loading more 
costs on to the shippers has come to a

against the saving of $92,000,000 in that 
direction the estimates show an increase 
of $184,000,000 for ordinary purposes. 
Thus for every $1 saved in the military 
budget the government says it needs an 
extra $2 for non-defense spending 

Tax scales for the coming year will not 
be known until Mr. Abbott presents his 
complete budget in April, but on the basis 
of his expenditure estimates, reaching the 
highest point in history so far as normal 
requirements are concerned, chanees of 
the taxpayer's position showing any im- 
provement this year appear too remote 
to be worth wasting hope on them. It 
was only a short time ago that the 
Dominion government, with an election 
approaching, was assuring the public that 
rigid economies would be practiced thence- 
forward. From this $184,000,000 increase 
in non-defense expenditure estimates one 
can conclude only that the government 
has forgotten that promise or else is 
unable to control the spending of its 
various departments, which would be a 
much more serious matter. 


Assisting Immigrants 


T is reported that at a state dinner in 
Rome last week Mr. St. Laurent prom- 
ised the premier of Italy that immigration 
of Ttalians to Canada would be increased 
as much as possible. That can only mean 
that this country will do something posi- 
tive to assist would-be immigrants from 
Italy. Presumably the assistance will be 
financial, since one takes it for granted 
that the character and fitness standards 
will not be relaxed. Such assistance would 
perhaps take the form of aided passages 
or of easier entry in the matter of per- 
sonal means on arrival. No quota system 
onerates for new settlers in Canada so 
the nromise must be alone these lines 
One does not recall hearing of any 
similar promise made to governing 
althorities in. say, the United Kingdom, 
where Mr. St. Laurent stopped briefly 
hefore coing on to the Euronean continent 
Great Britain asa source of human supply 
cold he this country's best bet in grad- 
ually filling up its empty spaces, and 
undoubtedly there are thousands of indi- 


viduals there who would come willingly 
to Canada if given some tangible encour- 
agement. The postwar flow of acceptable 
immigrants ‘from the U.K. could have 
heen doubled had federal authorities been 
at any pains to facilitate their entry. 

Unlike Australia which made it com- 
paratively easy for immigrants from 
Britain to settle in that country, to their 
and its advantage, Canadian immigration 
officials seem to have centred their atten- 
tion mostly on European countries. New 
settlers have come in fairly large numbers 
from the U.K. but primarily on their own 
initiative and without benefit of any con- 
‘essions, This nation can absorb many 
racial strains in its development but the 
major basic stock of the land is British 
in character and it is in Canada’s best 
interests to maintain substantial flow of 
immigrants in keeping with that circum- 
stance. Another preferred source might 
well he the Scandinavian countries, whose 
people are imbued with similar democratic 
concepts and ways of life
